Interesting Hews About Camp 
life in Utter to His Father. 

WAS WITH McQILL DRAFT. 

" it*... *, . 

Imperial Camps Better Than 
Canadian. 



The following are extracts from let- 
ters of an Arts '19 man to his father, 
Mr. A. G. B. Ciaxton, K.C.: 

Peepcut Camp, 
October 9th, 1917. 
Dearest Dadj— September 28th: — 
Packed up and ; fell In at 1 .30 for in- 
spection by Cor.. King, who present- 
ed one of our .Sergeants (Rudge) with 
a M.M., won In France for clearing a 
fire out of an ammunition dump. We 
then walked" S'4:miles to Witley Sta- 
tion, and entrained. Four of us began 
to play Bridge. We went through 
Guildford and Woking, and got on an 
engineer's train 'at Brook wood. Af- 
ter 20 minutes' - Journey we arrived at 
Deepcut at about 6.30, and in con- 
trast to procedure at Canadian Camps, 
after a walk of five, minutes were put 
In our huts, and had hot tea served 
us. I was put in charge ot No. 1 hut 
with 24 men of our sub-section. The 
huts are the same as at -Shorncliffe. 
We have beds and mattresses and 
three blankets, but eat in a mess hut, 
while a t Shorncliffe we ate In our own 
huts. Deepcut Is an Imperial Gar- 
rison Artillery Camp, and we are the 
first and only Canadians to arrive. 
There Is an Army and Navy Canteen 
Hut and a C. of E. Hut for billiards, 
concerts; ' etc. The arrangements are 
better In every way than In Canadian 
Camps, i Thlslis universal In Eng- 
land, and a man Is considered lucky 
if he gets sent to an Imperial Camp. 

29th.— RnvelU». -a. (Wo get up at 
seven). ' Breakfast, 7.45. parade, 8.30. 
Squad drill (Infantry for first time 
since Canada) — we did - dismounted, 
cavatry drill at the other places.'' 

30th. — Church or England service at 
9.30. Sermon on "Divinity of Christ" 
—poor. In aftctnoon walked down 
Basingstoke Canal with Tom Ken- 
nedy to Mudjett Lake (neur Farn- 
bpro), about three miles, where we 
rented a skiff and rowed and read 
for four hours, and ordered . tea for 
four at waterside Inn. This Is the on- 
ly way to get enough to eat In Eng- 
land, order for twice as many as there 
are, and you'll get enough. This 
canal Is even better than the one at- 
Hythe, being for the most part com- 
pletely hung over with trees, with oc- 
casional patches of sunlight. 

October 1st.— Inspection by O. C. 
Camp— pretty rotten showing. Began 
N.C.O.'s brush up course with 9 sen- 
ior N.C.O.'s, all from France. I was 
only McGlll Draft man, so I had. a 
pleasant time keeping up with them. 

We drill on 20 cwt.. 25 cwt., 6" 
howitzers and 60 pounders, 18 and 15 
pounds, doing samo drill on each. Gun- 
nery Is most interesting as a science^ 
but rotten as drill. This course last- 
ed till Saturday, when we went back 
to drill with men.,. 

Besides gun drill we have knotting 
and lashing (I Instruct In this), gym. 
drill, moving weights with block and 
tackle, and suspended from a tripod, 
moving weights from purchases on 
pickets In ground, I*. T.. gun laying, 
gas drill, etc. Our' battery Is com- 
posed of 1 Major, G subs, 1 S.M. ( 1 
Q.M.S., 6 Sergeants, 6 Corporals, 10 
Bombardiers and 144 others. The while 
Is divided ; Into a right and left sec- 
tion, with two sections in each; this 
is divided Into two sub-sections, un- 
der a sergeant. 

Went on several splendid walks 
around here. -The country is inter- 
laced with country lanes and foot- 
paths. The woods are mostly pine, 
oak and chestnut, and very little 
ground under cultivation, all pasture. 

I hay.e\.beg,un an Instructor's course 
In gas. So N I have spent the time off 
writing notes up, hence this delayed 
letter. Our hours were 9.30 to 12.15, 
2.15 to 4.15. .The first day we had 
lectures on the history of gas, and 
training in the use of the small Box 
Respirator, and saw chlorine used In 
the open field. Went Into the gas 
chamber with respirator on, and had 
lachramatory gas. ,,In the afternoon 
we had more helmet drill and lectures 
on gas shells and smoke bombs, hav- 
ing one off In the field. 

On Tuesday more leotures and drill, 
but did not have to go through gaa 
On Wednesday had practically all day 
in the gas chamber. The Idea is to 
get you used to the protection used, 
and also confidence In It. We went 
Into chlorine: 

1. — With helmet on. 

2. — With respirator on. 

3. — With helmet off, but put It on 
when the gas dangerous. 

4. — With respirator off and as In 
No. 3.

THE BIBLE STUDY IN THE UNIVERSITY. 



A propos of the Bible Study movement started Monday night in 
the Hall by the McGill Y. M. C. A. men, it is worth while to notice 
that much value of a varied nature comes from Bible Study. We 
have evidently got beyond the age when the Bible was read and re- 
flected upon at home ; much less is this so with the College student 
of to-day. Few, indeed, if any have enough of enterprise to tackle 
the "Morning Watch," and spend half an hour every morning in 
order to read the Bible. 

No student should forget that a great deal of our intellectual as 
well as moral and spiritual culture comes directly from the Bible. No 
one is thoroughly educated without a literary knowledge of the Bible, 
and no one can estimate what this world owes to the Bible. It has 
inspired more authors than any other book; it is the first cause— if 
we can apply this scientific term in this case— of most of our mod- 
ern classics. 

The Bible was one of the books with which Shakespeare was 
familiar, and to read Shakespeare intelligently one must know the 
allusive references which he so frequently makes. Buskin tells us 
that he làd to learn by heart vast parti of the Bible, of which he 
acknowledges its value and effeets on his life. 

The ijBible is n_ot only the Great Book of all ages, but many 
books wll'ich now pome to us> are! hut "irradiatioria .of ithat light 
that light^th every man that cometh into the world," 

Prom a purely literary point of view the Bible contains the 
sublime of all poetry, the original of dramas, the most delightful of 
narratives, and perhaps the most pointed of short, stories. Hcucc, 
the invaluable asset which is acquired by becoming" acquainted with 
the treasures of the Bible. The great movement towards religious 
ifreedom in the Sixteenth Century was due directly to the Bible. In 
, these days of limited vocabularies — except, perhaps, among the 
very learned — a knowledge of the Scriptures furnishes the ordinary 
vocabulary with a degree of excellence not easily attained other- 
wise. 

The Bible is not recommended chiefly for such a purpose, how- 
ever, in the present Bible Study Campaign of the McGill Y. M. C. A. 
While two of the obvious results which come from Bible Study are 
the enriching of the mind and of the powers of expression, and while 
a knowledge of the Scriptures lends elegance and dignity in one's 
conversation by using the King's English as found in the Bible, the 
main issue of Bible Study is of a still higher value. The Bible it the 
great source book of all that is best in life. In it the highest con- 
ception, of moral life yet dreamed of has been achieved,. Iu it the 
person of Christ — the world's greatest and strongest leader — is 
presented in all its fullness and power. In it the highest revelation 
of the Divine to the Human has been given. The Bible is not an 
outworn book. It is ever new and ever fresh to every generation of 
men. The principles enunciated in this Great Book are bound to 
form the basis of the happier reconstructed Society, and the Univer- 
sity men .who must be the leaders of to-morrow should make their 
education full and complete by a systematic study of the Bible such as 
is now being offered by the "Y." 



It requires a certain amount of edu- 
cation to develop an interest 4 n read- 
ing as a pastime. Such education is 
so general to-day that the number of 
people who read and write, is becom- 
ing increasingly large, Consequently 
there are a great many ,who indulge 
their leisure hours /ir*4bjJL*>ursult. of 
literature.

To enter into a «tudy of the lit- 
erature read by people In general 
would be an utter impossibility. The 
Information Is not available, nor is It 
possible to gauge the Interest of the 
reading public by-logkhjg over the 
list of new books piWlshed each year. 
The number of books of every variety 
and of every conceivable title under 
the sun, is becoming greater, year by 
year. 

The Cry of the Present Age. 

g> " '- 5aJj • 

The great cry of the present is to 
turn recreative forces into educational 
channels. The child from Its earliest 
years is taught to play educative 
games. Even In its isolated play "these 
educative forces are at work. En- 
ergy along every Une is conserved 
and utilized. The recreation of the 
adult could be turned to good account 
In the same way. This Is especially 
true of reading. 

There is a vast field of literature 
open to anyone who has developed a 
taste for reading. Never was there 
such a mess of material produced. 
Never was there a greater amount 
published and never" a better oppor- 
tunity for knowing what the world Is 
thinking or doing. 

• V • ■ 

Two Classes of Literature. 

All published literature may be clas- 
sified into two great divisions: the 
permanent and the ephemeral To 
the former we shall not here devote 
much attention except for purposes of 
comparison. Suffice It here to say 
that this Is a form of literature studied 
In Its thought and language, , usually 
couched in the classic language of. a 
people with a view to occupying a 
permanent position In the literature 
of the world. This distinction does 
not always follow because there are 
books of this nature published which 
have no more than a passing inter- 
est and good books, too, while there 
are others of less vàlué «fut bad na- 
ture which receive a permanence they 
do not deserve. 

The Periodical Literature. 

The second class ât Iftèrature «*hlch 
we Intend to deal with •'more specif 1- 
cally here Is the ephemeral publica- 
tion with no pretence to permanence. 
This class of literature is called peri- 
odical. Periodical literature is such 
as is published at regular Intervals, 
daily semi-weekly, weekly, fortnight-

There is also the re- 
ligious publication produced .under, 
the auspices of Individual churches 
and denominations giving news of af- 
fairs both at home and doings in the 
mission fields. There are the publica- 
tions of schools, colleges and univer- 
sities; of clubs and societies; of pro- 
fessional and Industrial organizations; 
of art and music. In short every-; 
thing that occupies the attention or 
the human mind Is dlgnifl»* by.-ber 
Ing put Into print and made acces- 
sible to the rest of humanity. 

The general mass of pfrlodlcal lit- 
erature may again be divided Into two 
Masses; the information giving and 
the story. Again the classification le 
not mutually exclusive as there are 
magazines of a miscellaneous nature 
combining information and the story. 
The Booke of the Hour. 

These books, as Buskin calls them, 
are books of the hour. "They are' 
simply, tho same writer savs, the 
useful and pleasant talk of some per- 
son with whom you cannot otherwise 
converse printed . for you." Such 
pleasant talk musfcnot, be underestlny 



Were- it not for such many 
whose tastes are inclined in any spe- 
cial direction would never have an op- 
portunity of developing themselves in 
that direcUon. The entrancing story 
of travel in other lands most fre- 
quently found in periodicals have a 
decidedly educative as well as enter- 
taining value. 

The greater number of periodicals 
of a decidedly literary character deal 
with all the interesting topics of mod- 
ern thought. The book which sets it- 
self to discuss and expound any such 
thought, be it the result of modern 
scientific Investigation or some new 
phase of speculative thought, does so 
after the various sides of the question 
at issue have been fairly thoroughly 
discussed. And it purport* to set forth 
the author's viewpoint on the same 
subject. The periodical usually, gives 
first hand information. Articles which 
appear are generally from the hand of 
the investigators or thinkers them- 
selves. Generally speaking, these ideas 
set forth In the periodical are in a 
state of flux without having; taken 
definite shape Following the period 
of discussion which the -periodical, 
alone provides, the more ' definite 
statement of truth comes In a more 
permanent and "developed form. • Thus 
the periodical provides a via media 
through which homogenous thought 
developed simultaneously the world 
over, may be focused and In turn dis- 
seminated for the edification of oth- 
ers. 

. War Literature. 

,In these days when the great Euro- 
pean War occupies such a large place 
In men's minds, It would be folly to 
expect that we .should wait for the 
absurdly delayed process of producing 
books In a permanent form to obtain 
information. There is hardly a peri- 
odical, from the most widely read and 
Influential to those with little preten- 
sion to wide circulation and. popular- 
ity, which does not In Its every iasua 
give some Information» perhaps ithe 
latest news or some Illustrative anec- 
dote connected with the war. This Is 
Invaluable. On a question of such 
vital Interest it is not to be expected 
that the reading public should wait 
for the more ponderous, polished and 
finished publication. Besides, the war 
is not yet .finished. „ The natural ex- 
pectation would be that books of a 
permanent nature giving a history of 
the war will appear after the war. 
Meantime, the Heroic deeds of the 
armies are recorded by expert Jour- 
nalists at the front, and' come to the 
reader through the medium of the 
periodical. Such articles are deserv- 
ing of more permanence and will 
doubtless be so' produced In the fu- 
ture for the benefit of posterity. The 
articles which appear even In the 
dally papers, and In such periodicals 
as the , Saturday Evening Poet by 
Cobb, or the Strand, Windsor and such 
magasines are deserving of perman- 
ence. 

The Great Authors of T*-d»y. 

Those who" are ''interested in' tue 
trend of poetry- will find to their de- 
light, that thé periodical meets their 
disposition. What a great loss would 
be sustained by the present generation 
if It were not familiar with the great 
authors of Its. own age! It has been 
s&ld that; great writers, or 1 poets- or 
artists are not fully appreciated In 
their own day and .'generation.. That 
may have been true of a past age, but 
hardly sp of ,to-day. Through, the 
medium of periodical- literature 1 -'• the- 
present generation Is able to read the 
great works ' produced "only; 'a few 
weeks or months before, and being 
familiar with the great works of the 
past, a comparative, estimate - may 
quickly be made of the ability of tho 
poets and > writers of the .present day. 
It would be a great loss to the age If 
the productions of Alfred . Noyes, of 
Dr. Bridge or Kipling" did not come 
Into general purview during Its ex- 
perience. We are largely Indebted to 
the periodical , for such acquaintance 
with the writers of our day : and gen- 
eration. 1

But there are productions In the 
periodicals of an entirely different 
type. There is not the slightest doubt 
that the all story magasine ' J 1s a 
menace to the cultivation of a taste 
for good sound reading., . It., will not 
do to underestimate the 1 value'-of thé 
short story for recreational . purposes. 
Indeed, also tho sho£t. sl6*yÇot" 3 fHo 
he-st kind Is Invaluable from à liter- 
ary point of view. - - The: J)»lt "hour 
story, when well written. !■ a gen '.of 
production. It leaves a unified t*n 
pression on the mind which to not In- 
tercepted by the experience of every 
day, nor does the reader encounter the 

exasperating experience .of having to 



put away the book in the midst of a 
most exciting and entertaining para- 
graph. It does not follow, then, that 
all short stories are not of value. The 
short tales of Louis Stevenson, of E. 
A. Poe, or of Kipling are not to be 
considered on the same plane as the 
short story ma/.ualne productions. The 
insipid. . Invariable love tale of every 
amateur writer, with Its thrilling tales 
of impossible adventures create a de- 
sire for more and still more of that 
kind of thing. They lure their read- 
ers on and act like poison in the 
blood, demanding more and still more. 

The periodical has an enormously 
large place in the reading of the pub- 
lic of to-day. Prom its nature it is 
perhaps well that it should be so. 
There are no fewer than ten thous- 
and published annually In the United 
States. * To use a Ruskin phrase, "All 
these bioks of the hour, multiplying 
among us as education becomes more 
general, are a peculiar characteristic 
and possession of the present age; we 
ought te>be entirely thankful for them 
and entirely ashamed of ourselves if 
we make no good use of them." Per- 
haps we, -are thankful for them and 
show bur thankfulness by reading no. 
thing else. The value of this kind of 
reading is great Indeed, bringing us 
as It does into close touch with the 
men and, movements and the trend of 
thought of our day. 

The True Place of the Poriedleal. 

But, says, Buskin, "We make the 
worst possible use if we allow them 
to usurp the place of true books, for 
strictly speaking they are not books 
at all, but merely letters or newspa- 
pers In good print." Judging from the 
production and the numbers on ex- 
iribltlon In the bookstalls of this class 
of literature, It would seem that Bus- 
kin's warning has not been taken seri- 
ously. The Saturday purchases of 
many of the so-called 'well read peo- 
ple ' include half a dozen or more of 
this popular and entertaining reading. 
It seems that this generation does 
make the worst possible use of Its ad- 
vantages, tl Is difficult to have read 
everything, but you cannot have read 
this and that also. The great works 
of literature lie on our bookshelves 
untouched. They make nice learned- 
looking libraries, but the best litera- 
ture of the ages Is abandoned for the 
sake of the popular demands. The 
tiealre to be up to date Is accountable 
to some considerable extent for this 
»tat*> of .affairs. Those who read the 
classics ,of literature find themselves 
dreadfully isolated and regarded as a 
sort' of oasis of pedantry In the midst 
of a desert of vivacious and racy 
conversation on the latest story In the 
Red Book. Blue Book or some I other 
such story magazine. Our genera- 
tion generally does not seem to be 
able to discuss Intelligently the great 
works of the past. *>ur tasks are 
light, - our ability to concentrate , on a 
piece of real literature which would 
be for ever an Intellectual achieve- 
ment is well nigh gone. Regrettable 
Is the fact, but true, that good solid 
reading to not done to-day as in the 
past. The masters are calling to us 
from our bookshelves, but we heed 
them not. Our ears are stopped to 
their voices, while we have given 
wilting and unquestioned allegiance to 
this mode of the present. 

■ I The Place of the Newspaper.. 

. The.. newspaper occupies a large, In- 
deed thé largest, place of any publish- 
ed periodicul of to-day. The circula- 
tion 'of our largest dallies reach well 
over half u million. The newspapers 
are indispensable. No one who wishes 
to be abreast with tho times can uf 
tord to discard these, But how many 
there are who read nothing but the 
newspaper? It Is good enough for 
lite-breakfast table, but assuredly not 
reading : 'for all day. Another writer 
has suggested that one should always 
have 1 on 1 'hand some standard work to 
which to resorc for a little while ev 
ery day. 

The periodical occupies a larger 
place with the reading public than ever 
It 'did before. It has Its place and a 
v<>ry valuable place. It has Us dlst- 
(Ldvantoges, which ought to be guard 
ed agaliist. It should not get the whole 
place.. . It cannot ever hope to pro- 
duce a substitute for the best class 
of , literature. It has not sufficient 
stability "and character to do that, 

Perhaps the oheapness of production 
makes it accessible to a great -many 
But even then the public library pro- 
vides books of the highest order for 
"those' : .who will. We must be goner 
bus and give what credit Is due to 
that large body of literature which 
does In these days do so much to 
disseminate the fruits of research and 
thought Its value is great, but it 
should not be accorded the first plafee 
In the estimation of a reading public.
